MEXICO. 


The following is an extract from a report prepared by the Belgian 
Irrivati Legation at Mexico, and published in the “ Bulletin 
rrigation Works C ‘al? (Br f 17th D ber :-—— 
Material. ommercial ” (Brussels) of 17th December : 

For some considerable time the Mexican Govern- 
ment have been discussing the question of a comprehensive scheme of 
irrigation for the purpose of developing the agricultural resources 
throughout the country. ‘There is no doubt that in many places the 
yield of agricultural produce would be trebled by a suitable system 
of irrigation. It appears that a new Bill has just been laid before 
Parliament, the effect of which is that the Government will take 
in hand, on behalf of farmers, surveying operations for land irrigation, 
and therefore it is not anticipated that land proprietors will have any 
difficulty in obtaining the necessary capital to carry out the work. 
Investigations have already been conducted on an extensive scale, 
and a classification has been made comprising at present ten 
zones, each of which will be under separate management, but 
under the central control of the Ministry of Fomento. It is 
anticipated that the scheme will cost 1,500,000 pesos (153,0001.) per 
annum, divided between the ten zones. The Bill stipulates that, 
before work is actually begun, those who will benefit thereby shall 
guarantee to pay the interest on the capital invested.

The British Acting Consul-General at Panama (Mr. H. O. Chalkley) 
reports that the share of the United Kingdom in 
Tools : Cast-iron the trade in hardware and tools has been diminish- 
Pipes ing, while the United States tends to monopolise 
the market. The reasons given for the change are 
the much quicker delivery obtained from the United States, and the 
large American colony who demand the articles they are used to. 
Even Jamaican carpenters and mechanics are used to United States 
tools and ask for them. ‘Tools and small articles of hardware must be 
packed in small wooden and cardboard boxes for the Panama market. 
Merchants are willing to pay extra for this, and object to the British 
system of packing in paper packets, which they have to open for 
every prospective purchaser, and then take the trouble of making up 
new packages or allow the articles to deteriorate, which they quickly 
do in the excessively damp climate of Panama.

E that the boots and shoes imported there, with the 
oots and , “ge :

and China, are almost exclusively of United States 
make. United States manufacturers stndy the anatomical formation of 
the foot according to race, and possess lasts adapted to the foot of each 
nationality ; in so heterogeneous a community as that of Colon, 
comprising as it does Chinese, negroes, Europeans, Hindus, and 
natives of North and Soath America, this is an important factor in 
success. 

Shoes of patent leather are not at present imported, their place: 
being taken by an American material known as “ colt,” which is 
heavier and less suitable for the climate; it is not impossible that 
British patent leather shoes, if made in accordance with the demands 
of the locality as regards shape and finish, might command a market. 
Canvas shoes with string soles, “alpargatas,” are imported from the 
North of Spain, and are stated to be in great demand among the 
lower classes. 
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BRAZIL. 


The British Acting Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. E. 
Hambloch) reports by cable that, according to 
Wood Fuel. the ‘ Diario Official ” of 23rd December, tenders 
will be received, up to 14th January, by the 

Minas Western Railway Authorities for the supply of wood fuel. 


It will be observed that the limited time for the receipt of tenders will 
not permit of their being despatched by post, and this mtimation is 
therefore only of use to those firms having agents in Brazil whom 
they can instruct by cable. 





BOLIVIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Sucre (Mr. EK. F'. Moore) reports that the 
contract for the electric lighting and power installa- 
tions for Potosi has been given to a local firm, who 
probably have obtained the concession for some 
Kuropean concern. Work is already in progress 
on the reservoirs and canals. Good opportunities for similar installa- 
tions, as described in the Sucre consular report for the year 1907 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 4,128) are still to be found in the 
mining districts, but intending contractors would do well to study 
personally the special conditions obtaining in Bolivia.

Mr. Moore further states that when, in the course of the next two 

years, Potosi is connected by rail with the main 
Motor Traction. line from Antofagasta, Sucre will be placed within 

90 miles of a railway station. It will then be 
very advantageous to have the road between Sucre and Potosi in 
such a state as to enable wheeled traffic to pass without any 
interruption both in the wet and dry seasons. The Government 
are seeing to the road with this end in view, and it is considered 
that a service of motor driven vehicles, both for passengers and 
gocds, would be a paying concern if monopolised on that road. 
The monopoly conceded in November, 1908 (see Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, No. 4,310) embraces this section, but the concessionaire has not 
up to the present time fulfilled any of the terms of the contract, and 
if he should not do so within another year’s time the concession will 
lapse.

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BRITISH TRADE WITH AUSTRALASIA: 
Visit to the United Kingdom of H.M. Trade Commissioners. 


Arrangements have been made by the Board of Trade for the 
temporary return to this country, early next year, of His Majesty’s 
Trade Commissioners in Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) and 
New Zealand (Mr. G. H. F. Rolleston) with a view to visiting the 
principal industrial centres of the United Kingdom, and giving 
British manufacturers and merchants an opportunity of consulting 
them with regard to trade conditions and openings in the Dominions 
referred to. Chambers of Commerce and other representative com- 
mercial associations desirous of arranging for such visits should place 
themselves in communication with the Director of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., before the end of January next if possible. Arrange- 
ments have been made for the carrying on of the work of the Trade 
Commissioners’ offices at Melbourne and at Wellington as usual 
during the absence of the Commissioners in this country. 

One of the principal duties of His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if possible in 
advance, any opportunities: which may arise in the Dominions in the 
form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way for the develop- 
ment of British trade. The Commissioners also report to the Board 
periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competition aud other 
matters of commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties 
and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes in regard to 
means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and commerce ; and 
thev furnish periodically lists otf probable buyers of European 
goods in the Dominions. A good deal of the information 
so furnished is published by the Board’s Intelligence Branch 
in the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” some is communi- 
cated to Chambers of Commerce likely to be specially interested 
and to those British firms whose names are inscribed in the 
Special Register of the Intelligence Branch, and some—e.g., lists of 
names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs regulations 
affecting particular matters, and similar information of limited 
interest—is filed at the Intelligence Branch for the information of 
persons interested who apply, either personally or by letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply directly to all enquiries which 
may be addressed to them directly by British merchants and 
manufacturers. The number of these direct enquiries is increasing 
rapidly, but it is generally desirable that enquiries should be made 
through the Commercial Intelligence Branch (73, Basinghall Street, 
E.C.), which is often in possession of the information sought and 
is thus in a position to save the enquirer much delay. 
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HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade have issued a new edition of the Handbook 
to their Commercial Intelligence Branch, the first edition of which was 
published in December, 1906. 

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial ‘Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners who have been appointed by the Board of 
Trade in Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South 
Africa, and a list of the local Trade Correspondents in British 
Colonies, together with information as to the work of His Majesty’s 
‘ommercial Attachés and Consular Officers and their relation to the 
Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information* (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in @ 
“Special Register” kept in the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 
Information of the nature referred to is circulated to firms on the 
Register as received, but the Branch is always prepared to deal with 
applications from firms for specific information in the interests of 
British trade, whether the applicants’ names are enrolled on the 
Register referred to or not.

ordered, and he points out that it would be of great assistance to 
firms in the Dominion if advice were sent, as soon as possible after 
the receipt of an order, of the date, or even probable date, of ship- 
ont and the name of the ship. Mr. Rolleston adds that he is 
informed that sometimes the first know ledge of the completion of an 
order is given by the arrival of the goods in New Zealand. 29,249.)

Persia, Lingah.—_The following information has been received from 
H.M. Vice-Consul at Lingah (Mr. R. H. New) :— 

The trade of Lingah is practically only local, but British merchants 
might do much more if cheaper articles could be supplied, as British 
goods have a reputation and are generally preferred. ‘There is very 
little demand, however, for eyen average class goods, but always a 
ready sale for “ trash” and rubbishy goods. 

For successful competition, prices must compare with those 
of firms of other countries, even at the expense of quality. This 
applies particularly to piece goods and enamelware. Practically no 
British sugar, soft or loaf, is imported. If the price can be lowered 
to that of Continental sugars, much could be done to capture the 
entire trade in this commodity. 

There is an opening for cheap imitation jewellery.

Panama.—The British Acting Consul-General at Panama (Mr. H. O. 
Chalkley) suggests that, in view of the establishment of a parcel post 
convention between the United Kingdom and the Republic of Panama, 
it should be possible to develop a considerable mail order business in 
all articles of personal use which can be sent through the post, especially 
as no Consular fees are payable, and the import duty is only 10 per 
cent. ad valurem on the declared value, while in the case of parcels con- 
signed to employés of the Isthmian Canal Commission no duty at all 
is payable. Americans accustomed to paying prices ruling in the 
United States would undoubtedly welcome the opportunity of obtain- 
ing such articles as jewellery, fancy goods, silverware, finer articles of 
apparel, ladies’ specialities, athletic requisites, and books, at British 
prices. ‘lhe names and addresses of the employés occupying the higher 
positions are published in a local paper, of which the Consulate- 
General will be pleased to send a copy to any British firms interested 
who desire to send circulars and catalogues. With regard to clothing, 
any tailoring establishment which cuts American styles, and which 
would appoint an agent in the Canal zone to exhibit samples and take 
measurements, might obtain a large business. This is already done 
by some American houses. The catalogues of any British firms in- 
terested in the export mail order business would be exhibited at the 
Consulate-General. 

Many British West Indians and others order small articles, such as 
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silver ornaments, jewellery and fancy goods, from the United Kingdom, 
and undoubtedly this business could be developed. Instances have 
been brought to the notice of the Acting Consul-General where 
goods of this nature have not been sent by parcel post as was intended 
by the purchaser, although sometimes not specifically stated, but have 
been sent out as ship’s parcels, on a parcels receipt without a Consular 


invoice.

Of the 41,600,000 dollars’ worth of United States merchandise 
which passed westwards over the Tehuantepec railway in 1909-10, 
some 36,500,000 dollars’ worth went to the Pacific coast of the United 
States, 3,500,000 dollars’ worth to Hawaii, and 750,000 dollars’ worth 
to foreign ccuntries, including Central America, Mexico and British 
Columbia. Of the 28,000,000 dollars’ worth which passed eastwards 
over the Tehuantepec line during the same year, 20,000,000 dollars” 
worth, chiefly sugar, came from Hawaii, and 7,300,000 dollars’ worth 
from the Pacific ports of the United States. Of the merchandise 
passing westwards over the Panama railway, 5,000,000 dollars’ worth 
was destined for foreign countries on the west coast of South America, 
and the rest for the Pacific coast of the United States. The entire 
amount passing eastwards over the Panama Isthmus came from San 
Francisco. 

As appears from the particulars given above, the Hawaiian sugar 
destined for the eastern coast of the United States, which was 
formerly carried by sailing vessel round Cape Horn, now goes by way 
of the Isthmus of Tehuantepec.

SIERRA LEONE. 


A copy of a proposed Ordinance has been received which provides for 
the regulation of the importation of “trade 
spirits” into the Colony and Protectorate of 
Sierra Leone. 

Tt is proposed to prohibit the importation or 
sale of ‘‘ trade spirits ” in the Colony and Protecto- 
rate unless contained in the following receptacies, viz., bottles , small 
demijohns, medium demijohns, large demijohns, jars, tins, cask <S, 
puncheons, pipes and barrels. A standard of capacity is established 
for each of the above receptacies, and their required dimensions 
specified. 

Provision is, however, made for the sale of “trade spirits ” for con- 
sumption on the premises in receptacles other than those above 
specified, but when sold away from premises the quantity sold 
subject to certain prescribed conditions. 

Rules are also jJaid down for labelling the cases, &c., and for the 
assessment of duty. 

“Trade spirits ” are defined in the Ordinance as those con ommonly 
known as “trade gin” and “trade rum.

terms, together with a trade mark (marque commerciale), is authorised, 
on condition that the use of such a mark does not lead to confusion 
between these oils and oils of which the nature is indicated on the 
label,

Sago. Drug Inspection, which states that, in the opinion 
of the Board, the name “ sago,” or ‘“‘ pearl sago,” without qualification, 
means the product obtained from the pith of Kast Indian palm trees, 
and that starch products of different origin will be held to be mis- 
branded under the Food and Drugs Act if labelled or offered for sale 
as ‘‘sago,” ‘pearl sago,” etc. ‘l'he prepared starch product derived 
from the root of the cassava plant is tapioca, and should be sold and 
labelled as such. 

The Decision continues to the effect that there is also on the United 
States market an imitation sago made from potato starch. Imitation 
food products are misbranded under the Act unless they are labelled 
so as to indicate plainly that they are imitation products and unless 
the word “imitation ” is also plainly stated on the packages in which 
imitation products are offered for sale. Potato or other starch pre- 
pared to resemble pearl sago, therefore, should be labelled, for 
example, “Imitation sago; made from potato starch,” the words 
“Imitation” and ‘made from potato starch” being declared as 
plainly and conspicuously as the word ‘“‘sago.” The word ‘‘ Imitation” 
must appear on the label, but an equivalent expression may be-sub- 
stituted for “‘ made from potato starch,” which will indicate unmis- 
takably that the product is not made from the pith of East Indian 
palm trees, but is derived from a different source.

aati United States Attorney-General with regard to 
: the labelling of whisky sold under a distinctive 
name, which has been promulgated by the United States Department 

of Agriculture as Food Inspection Decision No. 127, 
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Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 





Food Inspection Decision No. 113, the text of which was given in 
the notice above referred to, laid down that ‘“ whiskies of the same 
or different kinds, 1.¢., straight whisky, rectified whisky, re-distilled 
whisky, and neutral spirits whisky, are like substances, and mixtures 
of such whiskies, with or without harmless colour or flavour, are 
blends under the law and must be so labelled.” Section 8 of the 
Food and Drugs Act, 1906, however, provides that “ An article of 
food which does not contain any added poisonous or deleterious 
ingredients shall not be deemed to be adulterated or misbranded .. . 
in the case of mixtures or compounds which may be now or from 
time to time hereafter known as articles of food under their own 
distinctive names, and not an imitation of or offered for sale under 
the distinctive name of another article, if the name be accompanied 
on the same label or brand with a statement of the place where said 
article has been manufactured or produced.” 

The United States Attorney-General has now decided with 
regard to a certain brand of imported whisky, known and sold 
under the name of “ Canadian Club Whisky,” which was pronounced 
by the United States authorities to be ‘‘ a mixture of grain distillates, 
duly aged after mixing, without further admixture,” that the name 
under which it is sold is distinctive, and so arbitrary and so fanciful 
as to clearly distinguish it from all other kinds of whisky or other 
things, and a name which, by common use, has come to mean a sub- 
stance clearly distinguishable by the public from everything else. In 
his opinion, therefore, although the product in question is a mixture 
of whiskies, it is unnecessary that the label shall state that it is “a 
blend of whiskies,” under the provisions of Food Inspection Decision 
No. 113. 

With regard to the term, “distinctive name,” as used in Section 8 
of the Food and Drugs Act, it may be well to cite No. 20 of the 
Rules and Regulations for the enforcement of the Act, which is as 
follows :— 

(a) A “distinctive name” is a trade, arbitrary, or fancy name 
which clearly distinguishes a food product, mixture or compound from 
any other food product, mixture, or compound. 

(b) A distinctive name shall not be one representing any single 
constituent of a mixture or compound. 

(c) A distinctive name shall not misrepresent any property or 
quality of a mixture or compound. 

(d) A distinctive name shall give no false indication of origin, 
character, or place of manufacture, nor lead the purchaser to suppose 
that it is any other food or drug product.

Owing to the discovery of large quantities of asphalt and tar in the 
neighbourhood of Bugulma and Buguruslan, the Government of 
Samara some years ago considered it advisable to commence boring 
operations for naphtha. These operations, which have been extended 
over a considerable area, have not, however, yielded satisfactory 
results, owing to the great depths which had to be reached, and to 
the poor quality of naphtha obtained wherever deposits were traced. 
It appears, on the other hand, that similar boring operations carried 
out in the Uralsk district have met with such success that a syndi- 
cate, which obtained a number of naphtha working concessions in 
the Guriev district, have felt justified in expending about 150,0001. 
since 1908. It is particularly mentioned that the naphtha obtained 
at Doss-Sor is exceedingly light and gaseous.

AUSTRALIA.

‘The first overseas shipment 
was expected to be made during December. 





UGANDA. 


The “ Official Gazette” of the Uganda Protectorate of 15th November 

states that the most encouraging reports continue 
Cotton Growing. to be received concerning the suitability for 

cotton cultivation of the district to the north of 
the Eastern Province, in the vicinity of Kumi, Bululu, and the shores of 
Lakes Kwania and Kioga. In Bululu the area under cultivation has 
increased fourfold ; although the country as a whole is sandy, it is in 
places endowed with a rich cotton soil, and it is a district which offers 
great prospects for the expansion of the cotton industry in the near 
future. The soil in the neighbourhood of Bugondo consists of a black 
sandy loam rich in humus, which should be capable under good 
cultivation of yielding large cotton crops. In the Kuman country the 
condition of the plants is satisfactory, and there is an absence of pests; 
in the majority of instances 100 per cent. of the seed planted has 
germinated.

railway from the wharf inland within the limits of the above- 
mentioned extension of land. ‘lhe concessionaires are bound to 
establish within two years coasting and river trade with steamboats 
to run between Cartagena and Puerto César; and, within three years, 
a regular ocean steamship service for the exportation of bananas 
and other products. ‘They are allowed to establish wireless telegraph 
communication between Urabé and Cartagena.

GERMANY. 


H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg (Sir W. Ward, K.C.M.G., C.V.O.) 
has furnished the following particulars relative to 
Cement Industry. the cement industry of Germany :—° 


In the autumn of 1909 the German cement 
factories came to an agreement to raise the minimum prices of cement 
for export, but this agreement lasted for only a very short period, and 
export prices sank to their former level as soon as it became evident 
that the negotiations of the German groups in regard to the home 
trade would not lead to a satisfactory conclusion. In November, 
1909, several of the German groups were dissolved, and this is said to 
have been the cause of much excited competition in Berlin, and large 
contracts were then made at prices equal to the cost of production. 
The Berlin group and the central German Union of Cement Factories 
were unable to agree owing to the exorbitant demands of the newly- 
founded factories. ‘These circumstances, combined with the competi- 
tion of Belgian cement in Westphalia and in the Rhine Province, led 
to a general reduction of prices. Then came the general strike in the 
building industry in the summer of the present year, and the results 
revealed by the reports of those works which closed their balances in 
June were far from satisfactory. On the other hand the export busi- 
ness has been brisk, especially during the last few months, but this 
activity has not been sufficient to relieve the factories of the large 
stocks which had accumulated, more especially in central Germany. 


In spite of this unfavourable state of the industry, the number of 
new factories has still further increased, a circumstance which-for a 
long time deferred the realisation of an agreement among the German 
groups. Atter protracted negotiations an agreement was reached in 
November, but a considerable number of the factories have not 
accepted it. 


The prospects for the year 1911 are not considered as encouraging, 
and the only favourable feature in the situation is thought to be, that 
little money is available for the establishment of further new under- 
takings. ‘The demand for cement, however, remains large, and is 
probably increasing, and as the cement trade abroad is also improving, 
it is hoped in Germany that an improvement may be anticipated 
towards the end of 1911. (C. 9,783.)

Seeene Sete consumption of sugar in Japan in 1909, it appears, 
was about 500,000,000 kin, of which some 
290,000,000 kin came from Formosa, and the rest was imported from 
abroad. ‘This year, it is estimated, the available supply of Formosan 
sugar is 400,000,000 kin, and in 1911 it is expected to be some 
530,000,000 kin. Of these quantities, about 180,000,000 kin in 
1910 is centrifugal sugar, of which there will be about 300,000,000 kin 
in 1911, while it is confidently estimated that by 1912 the quantity 
of centrifugal sugar will be 450,000,000 kin. The production of 
sugar in Formosa is thus rapidly increasing, while the consumption 
in Japan is risiug but slowly. Consequently the Formosan sugar 
factories will be obliged to turn their attention to exportation abroad 
in order to dispose of their surplus produce, and it is anticipated that 
they will enter the Chinese and Corean market with centrifugal sugar 
by 1912.

With reference to previous notices published in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” relative to the crab tinning industry in 
Japan, the British Acting Vice-Consul at Yoko- 
hama (Mr. G. B. Sansom) reports that the industry 
has only been seriously pursued since 1909. There are now 107 
canneries in Japan, with a total output this year of 45,000 cases of 
48 1-lb. tins. Nearly 100 of these canneries must be on a very 
small scale, with an output of only about a dozen cases. The crabs 
used are of two species, the Jthodes camschatica, whose body 
measures 8-9 inches across and legs 19-20 inches in length, and the 
Chinveletes opilio, of smaller dimensions. The packing season is 
from May onwards, but the greatest catches are made in June and 
July, in the Hokkaido and Japanese Sakhalin. 

Trial shipments of tinned crabs have been made to England wd 
Suez, but the cans being imperfect there was a loss of over 10 per cent. 
from putrefaction. It is proposed, with government assistance, to 
use 100 lb. sheet tin and to lacquer the inside of the cans, and by this 
means it is hoped to reduce the margin of loss to 2 per cent.

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed 
in Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 


It may be noted that for 1909 (and following years), the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports 
and countries of final destination for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given 
as mentioned above, on the same basis as those hitherto published in 
the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace 
the details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a 
further limited period.

This is the half-yearly report on the banking, railway and shipping 
statistics of Ireland, issued by the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland, and deals with the period January- 
June, 1910. The deposits and cash balances in joint stock banks 
amounted on 30th June, 1910, to 52,505,000/. (excluding 3,673,000. 
in Government and other public accounts in the Bank of Ireland), 
being the highest amount for June of which there is record, and 
628,000. in excess of that for June, 1909. The estimated amount 
in the Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland on 30th June, 1910, was 
11,660,0001., as compared with 11,187,000/. for the corresponding 
period of 1909. The receipts of Irish railways during the first half 
of the year 1910 amounted to 1,999,867/., an increase of 37,4791., or 
1-9 per cent., as compared with the receipts during the first half of 
1909.

This report deals with (1) the annual migration of agricultural 
labourers to England and Scotland, and the work and earnings of such 
migratory labourers; and (2) the wages of agricultural labourers in 
Ireland.

It is estimated that approximately 20,500 labourers went for tempo- 
rary employment to England and Scotland in 1909, as compared 
with 22,500 in 1908, which latter figure showed a decrease on the 
mmediately preceding years.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
go registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription to the ‘“ Board of 
Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase in the number of names inscribed, 
and in the amount of information distributed has, however, rendered 
it necessary to make a small charge for the service, and accordingly 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
Ist April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., 
for the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch.

During 1909, 1,104 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 51,816) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
